EMT George Maurer and 
Assistant Bob Evans had 
been dogging the lootstep:^ 
of Chief Brown to purchase 
an Emergency Medical Unit 
that could be used for other 
purposes except to answer 
calls . . . Chief B r own 
readily admited that such a 
vehicle was needed, but he 
could not see going to the 
taxpayers with a request for 
a unit that would cost in 
the vicinity cf $18,000, plus 
several thousands more to 
equip . . . About this time 
the Kiwanis Club made its 
request and dispatched Sam 
Tesoro to inquire into the 
situation and report back to 
the Club . . . With tongue 
in cheek and with enthus¬ 
iasm and push, both Bob 
Evans and EMT Mauher im¬ 
mediately s,uggested to Sam 
Tesoro that a new unit was 
needed, one that resumbled 
an “Ambulance” .... Sarn 
was quite interested and af¬ 
ter finding cut that it would 
be necessary to raise some 
$18,(XI0 to purchase one took 
the information back to the 
Kiwanis Club, which at that 
time had for its president 
Ben Ha gel . . . The board 
of directors thinking the 
vtliole situation rather a 
joke, appointed Sam Tesoro 
as the Fund Drive Chairman 
to raise the amount of 
money. 

This go ahead is all that 
was needed . . . Chief Brown 
was consulted and gave his 
appro\al . . , The City Coun¬ 
cil immediately approved of 
the wfioie plan and .Sam Te¬ 
soro was given the go ahead 
by the Kiwanis Club. 

The Fund Drive was real¬ 
ly a short one . . . Siena 
Madreans were notified of 
what was needed; what 
would bo aciximplished and 
they quickly grasped the 
whole plan and in a period 
of 10-weeks from start to 
finish the citizens of Sierra 
Madre donated a total of 
$22,500. ’.Che n-aw unit W'as 
purchased from Stoner Am¬ 
bulance Company and was 
rushed throiugh and dedicat¬ 
ed in Sierra Madre on Au¬ 
gust 7, 1976. 

Since that date the Medi¬ 
cal Team, now consisting of 
11 fully trained and know¬ 
ledgeable men have made 
in the vicinity of 2200 emer¬ 
gency calls, but the greatest 
thing in their lives was the 
decision of the City of Sierra 
Madre, through the constant 
prodding of the now Captain

Hero are the ten ballot measures that will appear on 
the November 4, 1980, statewide ballot, as released by 
Serretary of State March Fang Eu July 14: 

Prop. 1 — $285 millioiP. park bond act (SB 624, Chap¬ 
ter 250). 

Prop. 2 — $85 million bond act for state acquisition of 
environmentally sensitive lots at Lake Tahoe (SB 1756, 
Chapter 253). 

Prop. 3 — Constitutional amendment "to authorize 
the creation of insurance guarantee funds or associations 
for the purpose of paying claims against insolvent in¬ 
surers and to permit a cfeductible offset of contributions 
by insurers against the annual gross premium tax.” (ACA 
30, Resoiution Chapter 10) 

Prop. 4 — Constitutional amendment to allow property 
tax financing beyond Proposition 13 limits of voter-ap¬ 
proved copital outlay projects. (SCA 26, .Resolution Chap¬ 
ter 43). 

Prop. 5 —• Constitutional amendment providing that, 
for Proposition 13 purposes, “c'hange of ownership” does 
not include the acquisition of real property as a replace¬ 
ment for comparable property lost l.hrough eminent do¬ 
main, government acquisition, inverse condemnation, or 
disaster. (ACA 3. Resolution Chapter 45.) 

Prop. 6 — Constitutional amendment permitting le.ss 
than 12 jurors in certain kinds of court cases when agreed 
to by both parties. Excepted are criminal cases in which 
a felony is charged and trial by jury is not waived. (SCA 
14, Resolution Chapter 47.) 

Prop. 7 — Constitutional amendment’to exclude solar 
energy systems from the term “newly constructer” for 
purposes of reappraisals under Proposition 13. (SCA 28, 
Resolution Chapter 48.) 

Prop. 8 — Constitutional amendment to add water 
quality, fish and wildlife to Northern California pro¬ 
tected elements under plans for a peripheral canal. (ACA 
90, Resolution Chapter 49.) 

Prop. 9 — Statutory amendment to increase from $15 
million to $30 million the amount of bond proceeds which 
may be lused by public agency grant recipients to improve 
water qcality. (AB 2404, Chapter 252.) 

Prop. 10 — Initiative statute to designate smoking 
and non-smoking areas in every enclosed public place, 
place of employme;nt, educational facility, health facility 
and clinic. (Sponsored by Dr. Raymond Weisberg, San 
Francisco.) 

Additional measure could be placed on the ballot, 
including an act relating to judicial pay, if legislation 
pending in the Legislature is approved and a ballot dead¬ 
line waiver is enated.

The operators’ first words are, “This is the WE TIP 
Operator. Please do NOT give your name.” She will then 
ask questions designed to obtain the maximum of in¬ 
formation and screen our crank, false and malicious calls. , 
After the information is taken, a code name and .number 
are assi.gned to the informant. The caller always remains 
anonymous. 

WE TIP information is immediately conveyed to the ' 
Law Officers of your Police, Fire a.nd Sheriffs Depart¬ 
ments, U.S. Customs, D.E.A., and IBS. Arrests are never 
made on the basis of a te'ephone call alone Arrests are 
only the result of verified law enforcement investigations. 
Rewards up to $500 are given in cash, upon vertified 
factual reports from law enforcement that WE TIP infor¬ 
mation was received prior to arrest and that tlie informa¬ 
tion was helpful in the arrest and conviction. The reward 
drop is made at a secret postal location by u.se of as¬ 
signed code .names and numbers. No personal contact is 
ever made with the informant. 

Witness Anonymous, a companion program to WE 
TIP, has been designed to allow active involvement and 
participation by Police and Fire lnve.stigators to spotlight 
special major crimes in cooperation with local news 
media.
